‘“Person-to-person” service 
is placed upon a night rate 
basis for the first time since 
this class of service was in- 
augurated. The extension of 
night rate discounts to this ser- 
vice will, it is believed, prove 
very attractive to telephone 
patrons, and employes of this 
Company should be certain 
that they thoroughly under- 
stand the method of comput- 
ing this new rate. Many tele- 
‘phone patrons will seek en- 
lightenment on this subject 
during the coming months, 
and employes will render a 
distinct service by providing 
correct information. 

The saving in money repre- 
sented by this new rate will 
be the identical saving now of- 
fered on a night “station-to- 
station” call. In other words, 
if a day “station-to-station” 
call to a certain point costs 
$1.00, and a night “station-to- 
station” call to the same point

Employe Sales Efforts Outstanding 


INAL results of the recent 
“K O” sales campaign, com- 
piled by the general commer- 
cial department, disclose at- 


‘|tained objectives that rank it, 
'|as perhaps, the most remark- 
mr | able selling effort in Company 
|| history. For instance, in pre- 


vious campaigns it has been 


S\necessary to make approxi- 
= |mately three sales to secure a 


net gain of one station. In 
this campaign the ratio of 
gross sales to net gain was the 
remarkable figure of 1.5 to 1! 


As stated last month, the net 
station gain was 1,005, which 
was 189.9 per cent of quota; 
while the 836 gross miscellane- 


ous sales registered 115.5 per 


cent of quota. In addition, a 
reduction of $7,425.04 was 
made in accounts receivable. 
Long Distance and Postal 
Telegraph interviews totaled 
8,751, and 514 employes earned 
punchboard credit points. 


The amazing enthusiasm 
generated by this campaign 
can be credited in no small 
measure, the ‘News’ feels cer- 
tain, to the use of the punch- 
board method of awarding 
prizes. An added factor, no 
doubt, was the actual delivery 
of prizes to area headquarters, 
where they were displayed— 
and where they were ob- 
served, handled, and discussed 
—hbefore the selling effort be- 
gan. In addition, splendid ter- 
ritorial organization by dis- 
trict and area supervisors, 
with teams of wild-eyed en- 
thusiasts pitted against each 
other, generated selling zeal 
that no obstacles could quench. 
In the general offices the most 
successful organization effort 
was made by the accounting 
department, which won the 
Lincoln zone cup offered by 
District Manager K. B. Cary. 

The Lincoln district won the 
district cup, bringing back to 
District Manager J. A. Mc- 


Kinzie’s forces the trophy they 
won when it was first offered 
in 1928. Area Commercial 
Manager Sterling Nelson’s 
dauntless Stromsburg fighters 
won the new area campaign 
cup by staging a drive so spec- 
tacularly successful that it 
challenged the awed admira- 
tion of every employe. 


At the close of the campaign 
the “News” requested each 
district office to select a limit- 
ed number of employes for 
“honorable mention” in this 
issue. High point totals were 
not felt to be a wholly essen- 
tial requisite — rather, out- 
standing ability in overcoming 
obstacles was held in equally 
high regard. These selections 
you see pictured above. 


Gordon Eno, of Stromsburg, 
of course, leads the field on 
every count. He piled up 251 
punchboard credits by selling 
telephones until everybody 
was dizzy. His associates de- 
clare that Gordon achieved a 
technique that was unbeat- 
able. He called so often on 
rural prospects—at the noon 
hour—that many farmers de- 
cided that buying from him 
was cheaper then feeding him. 
His friends, having watched 
him eat, can appreciate this! 
Helen Fern, of York, scored 27 
points, largely by splendid col- 
lection efforts; while L. C. 
Williams, of Osceola, made his 
124 points by making sales 
and collections in almost equal 
proportion. 


A. F. Johnson, of Nebraska 
City, amassed his 70 points 
while handicapped by injuries 
which kept him on crutches. 
Henry White, of Wilber, a vet- 
eran campaigner, worked with 
tremendous enthusiasm to 
garner 73 points; while Mary 
Bornemeier, of Louisville, 
worked so hard for her 107 
points that she was forced to 
take to her bed to recuperate. 


Lefa. Bower, of Fairbury, 
compiled 28 points—unusually 
outstanding for a new em- 
ploye. M. A. Birdsley, of Au- 
burn, accumulated 44 points 
by calling on prospects until 
they were sick of seeing him; 
while Helen Bomberger, of 
Sterling, turned 53 interviews 
into 18 points. 

Gladys Baker, of Bruning, 
gathered in 70 points, and 
among them is included a sale 
to a man who was moving to 
Hebron! Dewey Eckles, of 
Nelson, went even further to 
secure a portion of his 91 
points. He sold to a man liv- 
ing in Oklahoma City—and 
collected 13 months’ advance 
rental! Lee Millholen, of Fair- 
mont, secured his 90 points by 
collecting considerable money 
—and selling a telephone to a 
man who wanted a radio! 

Nanki Field, who led the 
girls in the Lincoln zone with 
32 points, got away with a plan 
that will surely rise up to 
haunt her. She turned “match- 
maker,” and was responsible 
for several romances which led 
to altars—and telephone sales! 
Harry Felton, Lincoln service 
department, studied city ordi- 
nances and then went out and 
found outdoor locations for 
taxicab PBX stations—making 
a sale that netted him 86 
points in one fell swoop! 

Only those who are familiar 
with the difficulties and dis- 
couragements incident to sales 
solicitation, in our smaller ex- 
changes and rural communi- 
ties, can appreciate fully what 
the splendid records outlined 
above mean in the way of 
work, worry and determina- 
tion. 

The loyalty and enthusiasm 
exhibited by all employes in 
this remarkable campaign is, 
without question, recognized 
by the management of this 
Company as an asset of price- 
less value.

Cpe Company’s new one- 
position magneto switch- 
board, designed for use in its 
Brainard exchange, was placed 
in service on Friday after- 
noon, December 20, at approx!- 
mately 3:45 p. m. The first 
telephone call over the new 
board was made by Mrs: 
Joseph Zikmund. Located in 
the new telephone office on 
Madison street, between Jef- 
ferson and Washington, across 
from the Legion Hall, the mag- 
neto switchboard furnished 
service for Brainard without 
one mishap after the cut- 
over, according to Clyde 
Burge, district manager, York. 


The new office quarters, 
which provide adequate room 
for the new central office 
equipment and desk, have 
been so arranged as to pro- 
vide the utmost convenience 
for the telephone-using public. 
The interior of the new build- 
ing has been papered, and the 
woodwork varnished, new tan 
shades hung on the windows, 
linoleum laid on the floors 
and the outside of the building 
painted. 


Historical Site 


The Company acquired its 
Brainard property in 1916 with 
the purchase of the David City 
telephone exchange and sev- 
eral other small exchanges 
which comprised the old Sur- 
prise Independent Telephone 
Company. The new building 
was formerly the home of 
Jacob Horacek who built the 
house and lived in it for a time 
and it was later the home of 
his mother. It was sold to the 
telephone company by School 
District No. 72 and moved to 
its present location by W. R. 
Davis, contractor and house 
mover of Utica.

The installation of the new 
equipment was under the gen-

President Reflects Optimism 
In Plant Extension Budget 
For 1936. 


le his report to the stock- 
holders of the Lincoln Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, at the annual meeting 
held in the general office in 
Lincoln, January 21, Frank 
H. Woods, president of the 
Company, declared that the 
1936 budget calls for the ex- 
penditure of some $700,000 for 
plant extensions and improve- 
ments which the management 
consider necessary to provide 
our patrons with modern, 
high-grade telephone service. 
He intimated that expendi- 
tures may exceed this amount 
if crop conditions during the 
year justify it. 

The Company had a fairly 
satisfactory year during 1935, 
when general business condi- 
tions are taken into account, 
according to Mr. Woods. A net 
gain of 1,508 stations and an in- 
crease of about three per cent 
in long distance revenues of- 
fered, he felt, some proof that 
business is on the way back. 

“A considerable portion of 
the state served by this Com- 
pany was again unfortunate in 
the loss of crops,” Mr. Woods 
declared. “The southwest por- 
tion of our territory was visit- 
ed first by severe dust storms, 
then by floods, and finally by 
drouth. In a considerable por- 
tion of our territory the crops 
were severely damaged by 
hail. 

“These casualties are nat- 
urally discouraging to the 
farmer, and his ability to util- 
ize telephone facilities has in 
many instances been curtailed. 
Nevertheless the loss or dam- 
age of so-called cash crops was 
to some extent alleviated by 
the production of a large 
amount of forage and rough 
feed. Taking these things into 
consideration, we feel that the 
financial results obtained by 
the Company this year are rea- 
sonably satisfactory. Service 
has been maintained at its 
usual high standard, and more 
people have ‘been employed 
during the year than in 1934.” 

At its annual stockholders’ 
meeting, the following direc- 
tors were re-elected: C. N. 
Beaver, C. E. Coddington, J. 
Grainger, L. E. Hurtz, Chris- 
tian Klem, T. C. Woods, 
Charles Stuart, F. H. Woods, 
George J. Woods, Mark W. 
Woods, lL. B. Stiner and J. H. 
Agee. At the directors’ meet- 
ing the present officers, F. H. 
Woods, President; Thomas C. 
Woods, Vice President; John 
H. Agee, Vice President; H. W. 
Potter, Secretary-Treasurer, 
were re-elected. 

A total of 64,297 telephones 
in service was reported for 
the close of the year. 


More Circuits Construct- 
ed to Jugoslavia 


IRTEEN additional tele- 

phone circuits were opened 
recently between Jugoslavia 
and other countries in Eur- 
ope. Eleven of these circuits 
provide service with Italy, one 
with Austria, and one with 
France. 


Telegraph Company em- 
ployes who make up the con- 
struction crew headed by 
Foreman D. R. Smith were 
able to be of a great assistance 
to Ben Heitkotter, Lincoln 
meat market proprietor, who 
was fatally injured in an auto- 
mobile accident on West O 
street, January 16. Mr. Heit- 
kotter died on January 18. 


The accident occurred late 
in the afternoon, when the 
Lincoln man attempted to pass 
the Telephone Company truck, 
which was returning from Mil- 
ford. Mr. Heitkotter’s car 
skidded into the creek east of 
Emerald, turning over several 
times. Foreman Smith di- 
rected his crew in efforts to 
extricate the seriously injured 
man from his ear, while 
Charles Reidel, lineman, 
climbed a nearby pole and 
tapped a wire to secure com- 
munication with the Lincoln 
testboard. By this means con- 
siderable time was saved in se- 
curing medical attention for 
Mr. Heitkotter—an ambulance 
arriving at almost the same 
moment that he was removed 
from his shattered car. The 
injured man remained con- 
scious and asked that the tur- 
keys with which he had been 
returning to Lincoln be de- 
livered to his market—a re- 
quest which the telephone 
erew gladly granted.

It won’t ever get in the book- 
of-the-month club, of course, and 
youll never find its author 
among the top-flight in the liter- 
ary field. 

But the fellow who gets out 
your telephone book does a mas- 
terful bit of authorship, and the 
public owes him a great debt of 
pratitude.—Editorial from Tyler, 
Texas, Courier Times.

Lincoln Men Speak 


The Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company was ably 
represented on the program. 
General Plant Superintendent 
M. T. Caster gave an address, 
on the telephone problems 
arising out of rural electrifica- 
tion, that was one of the high- 
lights of the session. Mr. Cas- 
ter forecast a considerable de- 
velopment of rural electrifica- 
tion within the next few years, 
and urged telephone com- 
panies to prepare to meet the 
problems which will arise, in 
such a manner that the indus- 
try will not be hampered. 

Outstanding among the ad- 
dresses, both for its timeliness 
and breadth of thought, was 
the discussion of the national 
security act by our vice-presi- 
dent, Thomas C. Woods. So 
new is this legislation that few 
telephone operating heads are 
thoroughly familiar with it, 
and Mr. Woods’ exposition of 
its future effect on the indus- 
try was closely followed. He 
declared that the idea of social 
security is not new, nor is 
there any particular opposi- 
tion to it in theory. He pointed 
out, however, that the new law 
makes no provision for the ex- 
emption of such concerns as 
the Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, which 
has in force a pension plan 
far more liberal than that pro- 
vided by the federal govern- 
ment, and he declared that it 
will be impossible to carry on 
both of them. “The federal 
plan,’ Mr. Woods said, “will, 
unless repealed, mean death to 
the many excellent private 
pension plans now in opera- 
tion.” 


Voice Training Demonstrated 


Miss Mildred Adams, of Lin-

It has addressed letters to the 
heads of important business 
establishments, offering to 
form classes, under the direc- 
tion of Miss Adams, to give 
voice training to PBX opera- 
tors and other employes. 

The response to this offer 
has been enthusiastic. It is 
felt that a series of no more 
than four evening classes will 
produce beneficial results, al- 
though considerably advanced 
training will be given when 
desired.

WINTER STORMS PROVE 
VALUE OF TELEPHONE 


Calls Mount As Mercury Falls Below Zero; Lives 
Saved By Service. 


T no time since it became 

one of the prime necessities 
of modern living, has the tele- 
phone had a more splendid 
chance to prove its worth than 
came to it during the late and 
unlamented months of Jan- 
uary and February. So nobly 
did it rise to this emergency 
that its value will never be 
forgotten as long as memory 
keeps fresh the recollection 
of the’ “white horror” that 
brought killing cold and snow- 
blocked highways to the mid- 
dle west. 


A large amount of snow, 
when spread upon fields that 
will later grow large crops of 
grain, is an unmixed blessing. 
But great quantities of snow, 
When stripped from these 
fields by fierce winds and de- 
posited upon adjacent roads, 
become a positive menace— 
not only because of the effect 
upon rural transportation, but 
also because the winter wheat, 
thus exposed, is killed by the 
extreme cold. Thousands of 
winter wheat fields in the ter- 
ritory of the Lincoln Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Com- 
pany were stripped of cover- 
ing by the high winds of Feb- 
ruary—leaving the grain to 
perish in the abnormal zero 
temperatures that followed. 

The snow, meanwhile, ac- 
cumulated on the roads in 
drifts of tremendous size, par- 
alyzing all rural transporta- 
tion. Pictures of some of the 
enormous drifts in our terri- 
tory are shown on this page of 
the “News.” 


Communities Isolated 


In this extremity, the tele- 
phone became the only re- 
maining medium of personal 
communication. Without it 
life reverted to the conditions 
of more than half a century 
ago. Railroads and bus lines 
ceased to operate for days at a 
time, and rural mail carriers 
frequently gave up any at- 
tempt to cover their routes. 
Nearly every farmer operates 
an automobile—but for more

than thirty days automobiles 
remained wholly useless. They 
disappeared as completely out 
of the calculations of daily liv- 
ing as if they had never been 
invented. 


From all over Nebraska 
came tales of the utter de- 
pendence placed upon the 
telephone wires that swung in 
the sub-zero winds. So high 
was the value placed upon this 
sole remaining form of com- 
munication that many farmers 
waded through miles of drifted 
roads to make temporary re- 
pairs of wire breaks — and 
these crude repairs were often 
effective in keeping service 
intact until a telephone line- 
man could reach the spot. 

The Smith Press, of Yutan, 
tells of many such emergency 
repairs, among them the fol- 
lowing: “Luther Schulz cov- 
ered three miles on horseback 
and put up three broken wires; 
Paul Williams and Walter 
Roeder walked through the 
snow for a mile and a half 
and put up two wires; John - 
Lehnert made a resourceful 
repair by splicing a line to a 
wire fence—and it works; 
Grover Widman’s repair work 
placed him on another party 
line!” 

Telephone Saves Lives 


Lives were saved *» when 
medicines were brought to 
isolated farm homes by hardy 
messengers who traveled on 
foot—and the medicines were 
ordered and the messengers 
secured by telephone. Both 
the Syracuse Journal-Demo- 
crat and Nebraska City News- 
Press tell thrilling stories of 
just such an occurrence, in 
which Victor Luedtke, tele- 
phone manager at Syracuse, 
featured prominently. Mr. 
Luedtke, having been con- 
tacted by telephone, joined a 
party of men who walked nine 
miles along drifted roads to 
bring serum which saved the 
life of a citizen of Otoe. Other 
lives were saved when instruc- 
tions for the care of injured 
and frozen were given over the 
telephone. 


Babies were born—while 
doctors miles away gave in- 


structions over the telephone. 


The Brainard Clipper, nar- 
rating such an event, heads it 
story “Telephone Assists 
Stork!” Dazed wanderers in 
the storms were saved by res- 
cue parties—formed over the 
telephone. At Yutan Mrs. 
Sloffie Morgan, chief operator, 
used the telephone lines to 
form a party made up of busi- 
nessmen and farmers who 
opened a road ten miles long 
into Wahoo, to save the life of 
a child needing hospital care. 
Rural school teachers, in 
schools fortunate enough to 
possess telephones, were able 
to quiet the fears of frantic 
parents during ‘the frequent 
blizzards. 

Outstanding, perhaps, 
among the many services ren- 
dered by the telephone was 
the relief which ceaseless 
“visiting” brought to the over- 
wrought nerves of farm wo- 
men—marooned for many 


weeks in their isolated homes.

So I called in B. C. Burden, the man whose volume of cor- 
respondence with the Far East makes me positively faint, 
and he read the pages for me with much arm-waving and 
throat-clearing. I don’t believe a word he said, however, 
and I think he was trying to sell me something!

Calls Increase 


This tremendous increase in 
the telephone “load” obviously 
put a severe strain upon em- 
ployes and equipment alike. 
The territorial exchanges of 
the Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company handled 
a daily average of 50 per cent 
more calls than normally. 
There were times when the 
traffic load ran 100 per cent 
above normal, both local and 
long distance. The Wahoo 
Democrat, in a splendid story 
of the service rendered in the 
Saunders county capital, re- 
marks: “At. times the traffic 
has been so heavy over the 
Wahoo board that every avail- 
able cord has been in use, and 
no more connections were 
available.” 

The Lincoln toll board car- 
ried a tremendous volume of 
long distance business. On 
Saturday, February 8, the 
number of calls was the larg- 
est of any day since 1929. On 
the following Sunday the calls 
were 100 per cent above nor- 
mal.

Accidents Increase 
During 1935 


(ee Lincoln Telephone and 

Telegraph Company’s re- 
port of plant department ac- 
cidents for 1935 shows a slight 
increase over the year 1934. 
There were eight more ac- 
cidents in 1935 than in the 
preceding year, and there 
were 74 more days of lost time. 
However, 54 days of this lost 
time were actually chargeable 
to an accident that occurred 
on the last day of 1934. 


The York district had the 
best record in the number of 
accidents, there being but 
three in that district. 


The frequency of accidents 
per 1,000 employe days shows 
a Slight increase, while .the 
days lost per 1,000 employe 
days would indicate that our 
accidents were somewhat 
more severe in 1935. Some im- 
provement is noted in acci- 
dents due to lifting and hand- 
ling poles. 


The continued stressing of 
safety-first methods by the 
plant department will un- 
doubtedly result in reduction 
of accidents in the future.

AGAIN GATHERS 
VOTING RETURNS 


Tabulations Made In Ninety- 
Three Counties By 
Long Distance. 


pee Nebraska primary elec- — 


tion of April 14, gave the 
Lincoln Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company its fifth op- 
portunity to serve in collect- 
ing the returns. This method 
of gathering the vote tabula- 
tions was first used in the pri- 
mary election of 1932, and so 
successfully speeded up the 
compilation of complete re- 
turns that it was used in the 
general election of that year, 
and in both elections of 1934. 


The manner of handling 
election returns by telephone 
is of interest, since it will be 
followed with little deviation 
in the election next fall, and 
a resume of the procedure at 
this time seems not inappro- 
priate. 


Each of the 93 counties in 
Nebraska has a county corre- 
spondent who gathers returns 
from the various precincts by 
telephone. This correspondent, 
in turn, telephones the com- 
plete precinct and county fi- 
gures to Associated Press 
headquarters in Lincoln, 
where the figures are tabu- 
lated and put on-wires going 
all over the United States. 

Ten Long Distance trunks 
are used, with desk sets 
equipped with single head 
band receiver and neon lamp 
auxiliary signals. 


The operating force is stag- 
gered, with only one operator 
going on duty at 7:30 p. m. on 
election night. As the tide of 
returns begins to flow faster 
the number of operators is in- 
creased until, during the hours 
of the peak load—from 9:30 
p. m. to 3:00 a. m.—the entire 
force of 10 operators, 3 relief 
operators and one supervisor 
is on duty Operators are 
specially trained, and are fur- 
nished by the Telephone Com- 
pany. They are trained not 
only to receive the returns 
with the minimum of repeti- 
tion, but also to use the special 
return forms. To do this they 
must be thoroughly familiar 
with the names of all candi- 
dates—no small memory feat 
in itself. The girls work in 
eight hour shifts, with fifteen- 
minute relief periods every 
two hours. Lunches are pro- 
vided, with transportation for 
those on late shifts. No one 
is allowed in the room except 
operators and supervisors. 
Miss Melanise Breault, travel- 
ing instructor, is in charge of 
the work. 


Between four and five hun- 
dred; calls are received. The 
average holding time, when 
returns for the entire ticket 
are being received, averages 
about six minutes. Provision 
has been made to take care of 
any overflow of calls by 
switching a portion of the re- 
ports to regular Long Distance 
operators in the main toll op- 
erating room.

Telephone To Carry | 


Photos as Well as Voice | 


()% E of the most notable de-| 

velopments in American | 
journalism was indicated re-| 
cently when the New York| 
Times announced a new light- 
weight portable transmitting 
unit which can send photo-| 
graphs over regular telephone | 
wires at standard long-dis- 
tance rates from any local tele- 
phone in the country. 


This is indeed revolution- 
ary. Wire transmission of 
pictures has, of course, been 
in the process of development 
for some time. It has been per- 
fected to a point where rea- 
sonably good reproductions | 
are being secured for daily 
newspaper use. But such 
transmission has required spe- 
cial sending and receiving 
equipment and the resulting 
eosts are high, due to heavy 
line-charges for special leased 
wires. This new sending 
equipment weighs only 79 
pounds, including the battery, 
and can be fitted under a Pull- 
man chair or into a rumble 
seat. 


The equipment works on the 
induction principle, the trans- 
mitter simply being placed 
close to the telephone. The 
pieture is scanned by a light- 
beam which passes into a 
photoelectric cell, where the 
light is converted into elec- 
trical impulses. In receiving, 
(fe teefinigjue is reversed. The 
machine has proved its ability 
to transmit pictures, without 
distortion, over the telephone 
companies’ regular circuits. 


All of which means th 


within a short time a steady 
stream of news pictures, less 
than a half hour old, will 
march across the news desks 
of leading papers from coast to 
eoast. All services now being 
planned contemplate the use 
of “eonference circuits,’ en- 
abling them to drop off pic- 
tures at several cities simul- 
taneously.

CONFERENCE 
STRESSES LONG 
DISTANCE USAGE 


N improved plan for pre- 

senting and selling Long 
Distance service to potential 
users has been evolved by the 
general commercial depart- 
ment, and this plan was pre- 
sented for the first time at a 
two-day sales conference held 
in Lincoln, April 28-29. The 
meetings were conducted by 
L. P. Schlentz, sales training 
Supervisor, and were attended 
by approximately one-half of 
the Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company’s area 
commercial managers and spe- 
cial salesmen. 


Mr. Schlentz has devoted 
several months to the prepara- 
tion of a Long Distance sales 
manual—the purpose of which 
is to provide helpful informa- 
tion and selling hints to those 
engaged in interesting our cus- 
tomers in increased Long Dis- 
tance uSage. 


Message toll service, rates 
and regulations and toll traf- 
fice operations were discussed, 
and charts were used for illus- 
trative purposes. Toll tickets 
were given intensive study, in 
order that salesmen may, be 
able to more adequately ex- 
plain Long Distance charges. 

The value of analyzing a 
business customer’s Long Dis- 
tance requirements was 
stressed. This analysis consists 
of a careful study of the sub- 
scriber’s past toll usage, which 
includes a detailed study of his 
tickets over a definite period. 


To follow up the results at- 
tained in this conference, Mr. 
Schlentz has gone into the 
field and is working individ- 
ually with each of the men 
who attended the conference. 
Mr. Schlentz has put an im- 
mense amount of study and ex- 
perience into this new effort, 
and it is expected to lay the 
groundwork for a program of 
highly successful toll sales 
work. 

A second conference will be 
held in Lincoln in June. It will 
be attended by those area com- 
mercial managers and special 
salesmen who were not present 
at the first meeting.

Governing Committee Connie of Thirteen Lincoln and 
Territorial Employes Appointed to Handle 
Association Affairs. 


MUTUAL BENEFIT KEYNOTE OF PLAN. 


MPLOYES of the Lincoln 

Telephone and Telegraph 
Company organized, late in 
May, a cooperative credit as- 
sociation for the purpose of 
encouraging thrift and provid- 
ing a fund from which em- 
ploye loans may be made. 


The board of directors is as 
follows: F. E. Behm, Huldah 
Gessner, M. M. Hale, Mabel 
Pappa, L. C. Anderson, Ed 
Dorland, R. C. McClain, 
George Dobson, M. W. Frank- 
lin, George Barney, John 
Spady, Charles Dickenman, 
Roy Rogers. The officers, 
elected by the board of di- 
rectors, are: F. E. Behm, 
president; M. M. Hale, vice- 
president; M. W. Franklin, sec- 
retary; Huldah Gessner, treas- 
urer. A credit committee 
consisting of G. O. Seaton, C. 
C. Donley and B. J. Sievers 
was elected by the members 
which also named the follow- 
ing supervisory committee: 
H. W. Potter, H. F. McCulla 
and I. J. Devoe. 


Such an association has long 
been contemplated by a num- 
ber of the employes of this 
Company, and careful investi- 
gation disclosed such remark- 
able success in the operation 
of like organizations else- 
where that it seemed the bet- 
ter part of wisdom to get the 
association into operation at 
once. 


Idea Century Old 


Cooperative loan associa- 
tions had their birth in Ger- 
many, nearly a century ago. 
In this country, the state of 
Massachusetts was first to give 
them legal recognition. This 
was done in 1909. During 
President Taft’s administra- 
tion they were legalized for 
inter-state operation by a fed- 
eral law. Since the Lincoln 
Company operates wholly 
within the boundaries of Ne- 
braska, our credit association 
has been organized in compli- 
ance with the laws of this 
state. 


One of the pioneer organiza- 
tions of this type was formed 
by employes of the New Eng- 
land Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, in 1917. The em- 
ployes of this particular com- 
pany have found the idea so 
greatly to their liking that 
they now boast seven credit 
associations and one coopera- 
tive building-and-loan associa- 
tion, with combined assets of 
$2,374,000. An association com- 
parable in size to that ex- 
pected in the Lincoln Com- 
pany is operated at Man- 
chester, N. H. There 746 em- 
ployes are members, and over 
a period of fourteen years the 
organization has amassed as- 
sets totalling $135,000, and has 
had losses of only twenty-one 
hundredths of one per cent. 
There are sixteen of these as- 
sociations in operation in Lin- 
coln. 

Investigation of the credit 
association idea disclosed an- 
other interesting and vital 
fact, and one that made it un- 
usually attractive. Not one 


of the more than three thou- 
sand industrial cooperatives in 
the United States has ever 
been closed by any banking 
department. Since the entire 
success of the plan depends 
upon the confidence of the in- 
dividual investors, it was felt 
that so remarkable a record of 
investment security pointed to 
the complete success of our 
Own organization. 


Membership Requirements 


Any regular employe of the 
Lincoln Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company is eligible for 
membership, and may join by 
subscribing for one share of 
the capital stock of the asso- 
ciation (par value $10) and 
paying the membership fee of 
25c. The stock may be paid 
for in full, or in minimum in- 
stallments of $1.00 per month. 


Having become members, 
employes are then in a posi- 
tion to enjoy all the benefits 
of the association. They may 
deposit their savings with the 
association’s treasurer, at any 
time and in any amount, from 
25c up. On these savings they 
will be paid an interest re- 
turn of, it is hoped,’ between 
four and five per cent. Or they 
may need funds to refinance 
obligations, pay doctor and 
hospital bills, or take advan- 
tage of bargains in household 
equipment, coal, clothing, 
etc. In this case they may be- 
come borrowers, and their 
own associates—through the 
medium of this cooperative 
plan—will lend them up to 
$200 for each share of stock 
owned. 


It must be understood, how- 
ever, that, according to state 
law, all loans of $100 or 
over will require some form 
of security, such as collateral, 
chattel mortgage or co-signers. 
Loans in excess of $50 must 
be secured unless it is the 
unanimous judgment of the 
credit committee that circum- 
stances warrant the waiving 
of security. Since every bor- 
rower is also a lender, by vir- 
tue of his ownership of at 
least one share of capital 
stock, it is reasonable to 
presume that he will be the 
first to insist upon adequate 
security for all larger loans— 
including those made to him- 
self. And no matter which ac- 
tivity—lender or borrower— 
members may elect, they re- 
tain the comforting assurance 
that their savings deposits are 
earning interest for them, and 
their stock is earning divi- 
dends in an amount that, the 
directors believe, will reach 
Six per cent. 


No undue restrictions, be- 
yond those dictated by pru- 
dence and careful manage- 
ment, will hamper those mem- 
bers desiring loans. Interest 
will be charged at the very 
nominal rate of six per cent. 
The credit committee will give 
character the same full con- 
sideration that it will give 
ability to pay. Repayment 
will be made easy by employe

authorization of payroll de- 
ductions, if desired. 

A distinct point of differ- 
ence from ordinary commer- 
cial loans will interest em- 
ployes. Many small loan com- 
panies deduct interest and ser- 
vice charges from the principal 
sum, leaving the borrower a 
net amount considerably less 
than his requested loan. The 
employes cooperative associa- 
tion will, on a loan of $100 for 
example, make a note of $106 
to cover the loan, and will 
hand the borrower the full 
$100. He then begins to repay 
the $106 at the rate of one- 
twelfth of it each month—pro- 
viding the loan is made for one 
year.

Clay Center Wins Trophy 


N enviable record in Em- 

ploye Sales Participation 
was set up in the Clay Center 
Area during June. Clay Cen- 
ter is the first area to win the 
Area Sales Trophy for the sec- 
ond time. The value of inter- 
views was again emphasized 
in the winning of this trophy. 
Every one of the 38 employes 
in the Area, with the excep- 
tion of one student operator 
and one temporary employe, 
made interviews during the 
month. 


The average was 28 per em- 
ploye. Twenty of the 38 em- 
ployes made sales. The total 
number of sales was 47. This 
is probably the closest any 
Area ever came to 100% par- 
ticipation in any one month.

ies Postal Telegraph cam- 
paign for increased busi- 
ness, which occupied the at- 
tention of telephone employes 
during June, was successful 
from several angles.

More important than the num- 
ber of messages obtained, how- 
ever, was the unusual number 
of interviews made by em- 
ployes.

COMPANY AIR 
CONDITIONING 
IS SUCCESSFUL 


Company Officials Study 
Plans For Future Installa- 
tions of System. 


MNHE terrific heat of the 

past several weeks—fol- 
lowing, as it did, the abnor- 
mally high temperatures of 
the last two summers—has 
caused officials of this Com- 
pany to give serious study to 
the problem of air condition- 
ing. They have, in fact, ex- 
perimented with several in- 
stallations this summer, with 
notable success in the case of 
the Hastings operating room. 
Other experimental installa- 
tions have been made in the 
York operating room, the Col- 
lege View and Lincoln operat- 
ing rooms, and the Lincoln 
cafeteria. 

The great expense involved 
in following out a program of 
air conditioning, in an organ- 
ization with as many separate 
units as ours, makes it impera- 
tive that we proceed with con- 
siderable care. It is hoped that 
it will be possible, before an- 
other summer, to air condi- 
tion the operating rooms in our 
larger exchanges. From that 
point on, General Manager 
J. H. Agee says he “just doesn’t. 
know.” High quality tele- 
phone service depends in large 
measure upon the maximum 
efficiency of the operator— 
and it cannot be denied that 
few operators can work with 
maximum efficiency in room 
temperatures ranging from 90 
to above 100 degrees. 

Assistant Traffic Superin- 
tendent C. C. Donley has given 
the “News” the benefit of the 
experience he has gained 
while supervising the instal- 
lations mentioned above. He 
tells us that the engineering of 
an air conditioning plant is 
quite technical. For summer 
conditioning it involves a de- 
termination of the amount of 
heat introduced by transmis- 
sion through the walls, win- 
dows, doors, etc., as well as 
heat due to direct radiation of 
the sun through glass or gen- 
erated by machinery, motors, 
lights and people. By use of 
heat transmission coefficients 
for the materials and air 
spaces making up the struc- 
ture, and adding to this the 
radiation and internal heat, it 
is possible to quite accurately 
determine the amount of heat 
which it is necessary to remove 
in order to lower the tempera- 
ture one degree. By multiply- 
ing this heat figure by the 
number of degrees of desired 
temperature reduction, the 
total heat load is determined. 

Conditioning of the air, inso- 
far as cooling is concerned, is 
accomplished by passing the 
air over a surface—usually a 
eoil—the temperature of 
which is below that of the in- 
coming air. The coil surface 
may be cooled by cold water 
flowing through it, or by the 
ehange of a chemical from a 
liquid to a gaseous form. The 
cooled air is then forced by 
fans through the space to be 
conditioned, where it picks up 
the room heat load. A part 
of this air is removed and re- 
placed by a like amount of

Sales Records 


HE first half of 1936 closed 

with substantial gains hav- 
ing been registered in all 
phases of employe sales activ- 
ity. 

The net station gain for the 
first six months of 19386 was 
1,025 stations, as compared 
with a net gain of 639 for the 
same period of 1935. Outward 
toll messages were 737,922, an 
increase of 10.1 per cent. Postal 
Telegraph outward messages 
totaled 40,639, an increase of 
9.6 per cent. 


Lincoln district stood in first 
place in the composite quota 
ranking with one first and two 
second places. It stood first 
in Postal Telegraph develop- 
ment and second in both Long 
Distance and Owned Station 
development. Auburn led the 
areas, with Wahoo second and 
Plattsmouth third. 


Outstanding sales participa- 
tion records were set up by 
employes. Over 44 per cent of 
all employes made sales. Lin- 
coln district scored another 
first place, when it accounted 
for 60 per cent employe par- 
ticipation. York district ran 
second with 56 per cent, while 
Beatrice and Hastings districts 
each showed over 50 per cent 
participation. 

The traffic department is far 
out in the. lead in number of 
employes on the Honor Roll, 
its total being 243. Plant is in 
second place with 131. No oth- 
er department topped the one 
hundred mark.

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PUBLIC BECOMING FAMILIAR 
WITH NEW LOW RATES FOR 
SUNDAY TOLL CALLS 


HE effect of the new low 

rates on Sunday toll traffic 
is indicated in studies recent- 
ly made of calis originating in 
Lincoln. The last thirteen 
weeks of 1935 were compared 
with a like period beginning 
February 22. During this 
period it was found that, while 
there had been an increase of 
nine per cent in Long Distance 
business, there had been an 
increase of eighteen per cent 
in Sunday business. 

In 1935, a Sunday’s toll busi- 
ness was measured as about 
42 per cent of a normal week 
day. The average of the num- 
ber of calls handled during 
the thirteen Sundays covered 
by the study, since the new 
rates went into effect, indicate 
an increase—a Sunday now 
representing 46 per cent of a 
normal business day. 

It is evident users of Long 


Distance service are gradually 
taking advantage of the re- 
duced rates in effect on Sun- 
day for both person-to-person 
and station-to-station calls. A 
good idea for employes would 
be to tell at least one friend 
the new low rate to some city 
in which he has relatives or 
friends. The toll operator will 
furnish the information. 

Sunday Rates— Reduced 
rates apply from 7 p. m. on 
Saturday to 4:30 a. m. on Mon- 
day on Station-to-Station calls 
if the rate for the initial period 
of three minutes exceeds 35 
cents, and on Person-to-Per- 
son calls if the initial period 
rate is over 90 cents. 

Night Rates—Reduced rates 
on long distance calls are also 
available daily from 7 p. m. to 
4:30 a. m. on both Station-to- 
Station and Person-to-Person 
calls on the same basis as the 
Sunday rates outlined above.

Trans-ocean Rates Cut 


EDUCED rates for tele- 

phone calls from all parts 
of the United States to most 
foreign countries were filed 
with the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission late in May. 
They became effective July 1. 


Under the new schedule, 
three-minute calls from Ne- 
braska to Paris and London 
will be reduced from $36 to $27 
in the daytime, and the Sun- 
day and night charge will be 
$21. Reductions will apply to 
45 of the 67 countries which 
may be reached by telephone. 
Negotiations are under way 
looking to reductions on 
charges for overseas calls to 
other countries. The reduc- 
tions being made apply to day 
rates, to night rates (from 
0:00 p. m. to 5:00 a. m.) and 
introduce a reduced rate on 
Sunday. Reductions will also 
be made in rates from the 
United States to Cuba, which 
is reached by deep sea cable. 


New Truck Speeds 
Deliveries 


HE new 2-ton truck, recent- 

ly purchased for use in de- 
livering supplies to the terri- 
tory, has just gone into service, 
and the entire supply depart- 
ment is justly proud of its per- 
formance. The truck has sev- 
eral new features, including 
an additional gear that reduces 
motor speed when driving 
long distances, and electrical 
brakes for the trailer. 

These brakes, which can be 
operated independently of the 
truck brakes, will do much to 
insure the safety of the unit 
on hills—for the trailer will 
carry poles, and when heavily 
loaded an ordinary trailer is 
quite likely to “jack-knife” 
when only the truck brakes 
are applied. This is the first 
trailer of this type to be 
brought into this territory. 

The body of the truck is 
streamlined, and has sufficient 
loading space to enable the 
driver to group shipments for 
various exchanges. It is com- 
pletely enclosed with metal 
and the top is covered with a 
fitted tarpaulin. The new 
truck is capably driven by 
Don Aydelotte, and makes 
trips over eight regular routes, 
requiring one week to cover 
each route. On the return trip 
supplies destined for the ware- 
house are brought back, so 
that it carries a full load in 
each direction.

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LONG DISTANCE 
RATES REDUCED 
ON SEPTEMBER 1 


Eighth Revision of Toll Rates 
Placed In Effect Since 
1926. 


gpHe Lincoln Telephone and 
Telegraph Company has 
joined with other large tele- 
phone companies in the Unit- 
ed States in effecting still an- 
other reduction in the Long 
Distance rate schedule. The 
new rates will become effec- 
tive September 1. 


This is the eighth revision of 
the Long Distance rate sched- 
ules since 1926. Some of these 
revisions have brought drastic 
reductions as, for example, the 
revision of January 15, 1936, 
which introduced a night per- 
son-to-person rate, extended 
night rates to 7:00 p. m. each 
week day, and placed Sunday 
calls on a night rate basis. The 
present revision, while not so 
drastic, will give our toll sales- 
people two additional talking 
points. 


There will be a reduction in 
rates for “long haul” calls, the 
reduction to become effective 
on all calls to points 234 or 
more miles distant from the 
originating point. For ex- 
ample, from Lincoln to New 
York City, the present day sta- 
tion-to-station rate for the first 
three minutes is $4.25, with the 
night station-to-station cost- 
ing $2.50. The new schedule 
will change these two rates to 
$3.70 and $2.10, respectively. 
The same differential, of 50c 
on day calls and 40c on night 
calls, will apply to person-to- 
person calls to this point. 


There will also be a reduc- 
tion in the overtime rate on 
person-to-person calls. After 
the sixth minute of conversa- 
tion the rate per minute will 
drop. For example, when the 
initial period rate is $1.00, and 
the first three-minute over- 
time rate is 30c per minute, the 
rate for any succeeding por- 
tion of overtime will drop to 
20c per minute. Thus, for a 
conversation lasting seven 
minutes, with an initial rate 
of $1.00, the total cost will be 
$1.00 plus 90c plus 20c, or a 
total of $2.10—as against a 
charge of $2.20 for the identi- 
cal conversation under present 
rates. 


While these particular rate 
reductions may not greatly in- 
terest our occasional Long 
Distance patrons, they will be 
of prime importance to our 
larger, or Class One, custom- 
ers. Their attention should also 
be called to the fact that the 
telephone industry, in a period 
of rising prices and rapidly 
advancing costs, consistently 
continues its policy of lower- 
ing Long Distance rates.

The 
remainder is drawn back into 
the conditioner, where it is 
cooled, cleaned and again cir- 
culated. 


At present all permanent 
conditioning installations be- 
ing made by our Company are 
engineered to provide an in- 
side temperature of 80 degrees 
and 50 per cent relative humid- 
ity when outside air conditions 
are 95 degrees and 75 per cent 
relative humidity. This is 
standard throughout the coun- 
try, and results in very satis- 
factory conditions. The 
amount of ventilation air is 
never less than 10, and seldom 
more than 20, cubic feet per 
minute per person.

building at 4730 South Street, 
in Lincoln. This building will 
house a complete new auto- 
matic exchange intended to 
serve a portion of southeast 
Lincoln, including the College 
View and Normal communi- 
ties. College View and Nor- 
mal are using manual switch- 
board service at present. 


With the completion of this 
unit the entire city of Lincoln 
will be served by automatic 
equipment. The northeast 
section of the city, including 
the communities of University 


Place, Bethany and Havelock, 


was cut to automatic service 
in June, 1931. Lincoln thus 
becomes one of the first cities 
in the world to enjoy com- 
pletely automatic telephone 
Service in all parts of the city. 


Lincoln was introduced to 
the dial telephone in 1904, 
when the original Lincoln 


so new at that time that only 
a few other cities in the world 
were using it. Although the 
first dial telephones would be 
considered somewhat crude 
today, subsequent refinements 
have convinced all the larger 
telephone companies that it is 
the instrument of the future. 

The new exchange at 4730 
South street will be of resi- 
dential-type construction, de- 
signed to harmonize with the 
architecture in its vicinity, and 
conforming to all zoning regu- 
lations. A lobby and office, 
where patrons in that section 
of the city may pay accounts, 
iz. included in the nlans.

It is expected the 
new exchange will be ready 


to go into service in the spring 
of 1937.

One of the questions most 
frequently asked is: “Why is 
there an extra charge for a hand- 
set?” 

The rate schedules of this 
Company make no provision 
for the use of handset tele- 
phones — instead, they are 
based upon the acceptance, by 
the subscriber, of regular desk 
or wall sets. Handset tele- 
phones cost the Company 
more, and their purchase in- 
volves an added capital invest- 
ment. This additional capital 
investment generates, in turn, 
the following carrying 
charges: taxes, depreciation, 
maintenance and interest on 
the investment. We do not ask 
our patrons to pay for their 
handset telephones—we only 
ask them to pay the carrying 
charges. To fail to ask this 
would simply place an addi- 
tional burden upon those pa- 
trons who use standard equip- 
ment.

MURDOCK CUT 
TO AUTOMATIC 
EQUIPMENT 


Third Exchange In Territory 
To Receive CAX Service. 


Ox Aug. 25, the town of Mur- 
dock stepped into the met- 
ropolitan class, insofar as its 
telephone service is concerned, 
when its manual exchange 
was cut to automatic operation. 


Mr. Otto Miller, mayor of 
Murdock, cut the wire which 
transferred the exchange from 
a manual switchboard to a 
CAX unit, and he then made 
the first call over the new sys- 
tem to General Commercial 
Superintendent H. F. McCulla, 
in Lincoln. Leading citizens 
and members of the Murdock 
city council, together with 
telephone company officials 
from Lincoln, witnessed the 
cut-over ceremonies, which 
took place at 1:00 p. m. 

Work of preparing for the 
cut-over has been in progress 
for several months, under the 
general supervision of District 
Manager J. A. McKinzie. In 
direct charge was Claude 
Walker, maintenance inspec- 
tor, Lincoln. George Keith, 
Giles Gere and Floyd Nave, all 
of the Lincoln service depart- 
ment, handled the work of in- 
stalling the switching equip- 
ment and the dial telephones. 

Third CAX Installation 

Murdock telephone  sub- 
scribers will now enjoy the 
most modern and efficient ser- 
vice it is possible to secure. 
Their telephone system is 
basically the same type as that 
to which all the larger cities 
of the country are rapidly 
turning. It is known as CAX 
(Community Automatic Ex- 
change) equipment, and is the 
third of this type to be placed 
in service in the Lincoln Com- 
pany’s territory. The others 
are at Waverly and Nehawka. 
The Nehawka exchange is par- 
ticularly popular with its pa- 
trons, and it is felt that equip- 
ment of this type is the answer 
to the problem of maintaining 
our usual high-grade service 
in our smaller communities. 
More of these automatic ex- 
changes will undoubtedly be 
installed in the future, as pres- 
ent manual equipment reaches 
a degree of obsolescence which 
makes its maintenance in- 
creasingly expensive. 


Fairbury Building

building a very high rating, 
and is quite complimentary to 
Area Commercial Manager T.

(A random review of serious and frivolous Telephone facts) 


"ITH this issue the “News” completes its first year under 
its present editor. It has been an interesting and instruc- 
tive year. Telephone employes all over the territory have 
been unbelievably kind and helpful—and, if the “News” has 
been interesting and useful, it is to them that all praise must 
be given.

As a country editor, twenty-odd years 
ago, I used to be the recipient of spring chickens, country 
sausage, potatoes, fish, pumpkins, squash, etc. These delect- 
able delicacies came from subscribers who were pleased with 
something I had written about them. Last month I printed 
a story in this column about Paul Schmeltzer’s missing bill- 
fold—and it must have pleased him, because he tottered 
up to my door with three of the finest catfish I have ever seen. 
Paul contests with Lyle Young for. the right to be known 
as the Company’s “fishing maniac!” When either of these 
gentlemen fishes there is havoc beneath the rippling waters. 
And so I say that with the food beginning to roll in, I be- 
lieve this job is going to take on a bit of the beloved old coun- 
try newspaper flavor! 


Here is additional evidence to prove the warmhearted 
friendliness of the average town for its editor. When Ben 
Mitchell sold his Superior Journal, he began looking around 
for a new location.

And the 
thriving Richardson county town will find that Ben Mitchell 
will give it a paper of which it can be truly proud. 


Ted Ray, of York, is a changed man. He used to enjoy 
dragging a cot out on the lawn, on a hot summer night, 
there to enjoy a bit of relief from the stifling heat of his bed- 
room. But never again. I think he’ll even pull down the 
windows on summer nights in the future. One Saturday 
night last month, when the temperature hung in the high 
nineties, he grabbed a cot and hied merrily away to the front 
lawn. Here, in the shielding darkness, he gave little thought 
to the fact that he was wearing a good old-fashioned night- 
shirt of the style-vintage of 1899! He expected to arise and 
return to the house before the first faint blush of dawn should 
tint the eastern sky. When he really did open his eyes, how- 
ever, it was to gaze horror-stricken upon the sight of Sunday 
worshippers tramping in throngs along the sidewalk. And 
the sidewalk was right alongside his humble cot. For nearly 
an hour he huddled in a little heap on the cot, trying to make 
himself as inconspicuous as possible, while he listened in 
pained silence to pungent comments upon his brazen shame- 
lessness. “They seemed to think,” he says, “that I wanted 
to be there!” Completely unnerved at last, he made a des- 
perate dash for the house—in rapid succession falling over 
a bieyele, a coaster wagon, a pile of garden hose and one of 
those lawn chairs that are made out of two or three sticks 
and eight or nine yards of canvas. The sort of chair, you 
know, that people never learn how to set up on a lawn. I 
understand he got all tangled up in this chair, and that his 
battle to get himself unwound and into the house took on epic 
proportions. They tell me that the good citizens of York 
rallied around and gave him much sympathy and encour- 
agement as he fought his way to freedom, and that the day will 
long be remembered on his street! 


Not long ago I was privileged to meet a man who had 
just gone through one of the most devastating experiences of 
life—the loss of the beloved mate who had filled thirty years 
of married life with the joys of genuine comradeship. I had 
not met this man before, although his name was familiar to 
me, and I marveled that this master-stroke of fate had not em- 
bittered him. Instead, he had gained a clearer insight into the 
true meaning of life, together with a new sense of gratitude 
for the friends who had ranged themselves by his side in 
his dark hour. 

The man was Ted Burr, combinationman at Hastings, and 
I liked this expression of his so much that I want to repeat 
it to you: 

“T eannot begin to tell you how much I appreciate the 
friendship of the Hastings telephone folks,” he said. “Words 
just cannot do the job. In my hour of trouble they rallied 
solidly to do the thousand and one things that only true friends 
can do. They are the finest folks Pll ever know, and I wish 
I could tell them how much they mean to me.” 

Ted, I’m trying to help you tell them—and I think they 
will understand the two of us!

Western Vacation Trip 
Proves Interesting

This town is in the center of 
Salt river valley where there 
are all kinds of citrus fruits 
and lovely palms, also or- 
chards of date palms loaded 
with fruit. Down to Mexicali, 
old Mexico, we went next for 
a day enroute to Yuma, Sand 
Hills and Salton Sea to Los 
Angeles. Here I visited rela- 
tives, and then went to Santa 
Monica for a visit with a very 
dear friend, spending an eve- 
ning and day on Santa Monica 
Beach where I listened to the 
song of the Pacific. 


“Then for home—by way of 
Flagstaff, Arizona, for we 
wanted a good look at the land 
of Zane Grey.

An element 
of fun was interjected into it 
through the use of cleverly 
illustrated daily bulletins from 
the facile hands of Joe Hart- 
ley, commercial department 
artist. Mr. Hartley is even 
more enthused over the illus- 
trative opportunities afforded 
by the “Open Season” theme, 
and employes can look for- 
ward to an interesting series 
of daily bulletins. Definite 
statistics prove the belief of 
Company officials that, de- 
spite this year’s lost corn crop, 
there is a greater degree of 
prosperity in our territory 
than at this time last year, and 
they feel that the 1936 sales 
campaign cannot fail to 
achieve smashing success. 

Quotas for station and hand- 
set sales have been established 
on a net gain basis, and the 
balance of miscellaneous sales 
will be on a gross sales basis.

The total net handset gain 
quota will be 350; the gross 
miscellaneous sales quota will 
be 450; the outward toll mes- 
sage quota 110,585; the out- 
ward Postal message quota 
8,230; the collection quota will 
be $2,000 collected from final 
and transferred accounts. 

Prizes this year will be of 
much higher quality than in 
any previous year, and they 
will range in value from $1.00 
to $5.00.

Experiments with electrical 
transcriptions have lately been 
made, with the idea of ulti-

The principal improvement 
over trucks used in the past is 
the adaptation of the type T 
derrick to a line construction 
truck. This derrick is con- 
trolled by a double drum 
winch, which makes it pos- 


sible to elevate the derrick 
mast to any position within a 
90 degree arc. This feature is 
important when it is necessary 
to thread a new pole up 
through existing wires, or 
when it is necessary to reach 
long distances across ditches, 
hedges or other obstructions. 


The body of this type truck 
is made entirely of steel, with 
the exception of the floor, and 
presents a very pleasing ex- 
terior with greater strength 
and rigidity. Where former 
bodies have used a canvas cov- 
ering, the new bodies use a 
metal top which may be slid 
forward. 


Comfortable seating ar- 
rangements for five men have 
been provided, with greater 
protection against bad 
weather. 


A recent development is a 
telephone, mounted in the cab, 
which may be used for testing 
or for conversations. Two 
connecting wires are carried 
on a reel, and when a connec- 
tion is desired the wires are 
clipped to the line, either by 
attaching to the terminals or 
directly on the wire conductor. 
This idea was originated by 
Foreman Frank McDowell 
and was submitted by him to 
George Barney, assistant gen- 
eral storekeeper, who de- 
veloped it. It has received 
much favorable comment from 
all foremen, and is considered 
a valuable improvement.

More Sales And Reduction In Station 
Removes A Vital Necessity. 


"MORE INTERVIEWS — MORE SALES” 


eae headlines above tell the surprising story of the shadow 
that has fallen across the “Open Season” campaign—a sales 
drive that, at its inception, promised great results. 


It would be pleasant, of 
course, to sugar-coat the truth 
with considerable drum-beat- 
ing over the fact that our 
gross sales are running ahead 
of the same period in last fall’s 
“K. O.” campaign. This fact, 
While it discloses no lack of 
sales effort on the part of em- 
ployes, would tell only a part 
of the story. 


One word — REMOVES — 


gives the clue to the disap- 
pointment that today besets 
many of our area supervisors. 
This, as last year, is a “net 
gain campaign’”—and unless 
strenuous efforts are put forth 
to-“stop losses” the results of 
the campaign are apt to be dis- 
appointing. 

No very acceptable reason 
has yet been offered to explain 
why removal orders should be 
hitting us below the belt at 
this time. With business con- 
ditions improving daily, and 
with approaching winter indi- 
cating the need for the pro- 
tection of home and family 
that only a telephone can give, 
it would seem that few people 
would contemplate the re- 
moval of their telephones. 


The truth is, however, that 
we are “confronted by a fact 
and not a theory.” It is now, 
as always, just as important 
TO SAVE TELEPHONES as 
to TO SELL THEM! 


Employes should not, of 
course, relax their sales ef- 
forts, but they should display 
unceasing vigilance in heading 
off removals. They should 
point out the bitter lesson 
learned by so many families 
during those fearful weeks of 
January and February last 
year—when lives were lost be- 
cause some shortsighted fami- 
lies were without the tele- 
phone service which would 
have kept them in touch with 
the outside world. They should 
point out how little the tele- 
phone costs in comparison 
with the heroic service it ren- 
ders day and night through- 


|}; out the year. 
A. TELEPHONE SAVED IS’ 


THE EQUIVALENT OF TWO 
TELEPHONES SOLD! This 
fact should be burned into the 
mind of every employe. It is a 
solemn truth, because the loss 
of one station from a net gain 
standing necessitates the sale 
of one telephone to replace the 
one that has been lost, and an- 
other to make possible a gain 
of one step toward the final 
quota mark. 


During the first ten working 
days of the campaign, includ- 


ing Nov. 12, employes had 
made 11,309 exchange sales 
interviews. This is an increase 
of 1,547, or more than 10 per 
cent, over a similar period in 
the “K. O.” campaign. These 


interviews had resulted in the 


sale of 570 stations, 628 hand 
telephones and 147 miscellane- 
ous items. Up to this point 
everything would appear to be 
rosy in this campaign. But 
the dark portion of the picture 
now appears. Our removes 
are running nearly 75 per cent 
above the same period of last 
year’s campaign. The follow- 
ing figures, for the first 10 
days of each campaign, tell the 
story:

Total sales have been run- 
ning in the ratio of one sale to 
each 8.2 interviews. This ratio 
is considerably higher than in 
previous campaigns. : It is ap- 
parent, therefore, that em- 
ployes are doing a fine job of 
selling, but their efforts are 
being undermined by the fact 
that “stop-loss activity” has 
been almost completely over- 
looked in the strong enthusi- 
asm for sales. 


_ It should be pointed out that 

this is NOT a general com- 
mercial department campaign. 
The commercial department is 
directing the sales activities, 
but upon the shoulders of 
each department is placed a 
portion of the burden of mak- 
ing this campaign a success. 
By the time the “News” 
reaches the field more than 50 
per cent of the allotted cam- 
paign time will be gone—and 
the campaign POSITIVELY 
WILL NOT BE EXTENDED. 
We shall stand or fall by the 
record we make during the re- 
maining days of this month. 


Hand type telephones show 
a gain considerably above ex- 
pectations. Collections from 
past due and transferred final 
accounts are running slightly 
ahead of schedule. 


No district or area figures 
could be presented at this time 
which would not be outdated 
by the time the “News” is pub- 
lished. Next month we shall

(A random review of serious and frivolous Telephone facts) 


“EVERAL weeks ago I visited the fine farm home of Mr. 
) Herbert Floodman, in Polk county. I enjoyed an hour’s 
chat with this intelligent and modest gentleman. Mr. Flood- 
man was selected as one of Nebraska’s “master farmers” a 
few years ago—and after viewing the farm and meeting the 
man I can understand the selection. I saw a farm stocked 
with blooded poultry, hogs and cattle, with fine modern 
outbuildings—electrically lighted throughout—and a lovely 
modern home surrounded by a lawn in which were flower 
beds and shrubbery. 

In this home there is a telephone and it was about this 
telephone that I came to see Mr. Floodman. I had been told 
that he was a man who fully understood the true value of 
the telephone on the farm. I had not been misled. I had 
been told, further, that he was a man of such integrity of mind 
and conscience that he would utter no words of praise which 
his honest intelligence could not approve. Here again I had 
not been misled. 

Mr. Floodman told me many things about the use to 
which he puts his telephone. Limits of space will not permit 
their full reproduction here, but the following should interest 
you: 

“Farming is my business,’ he declared, “and I feel 
about telephone service exactly as do my merchant friends 
in town. Neither they nor I could dream of attempting to 
eonduct our business operations without the telephone. I 
use it in planning each day’s work, and I save much more 
than its cost each month by avoiding trips through the 
neighborhood and to town.” 

These words from the lips of the quiet, sincere man 
who uttered them made me wonder if we who sell telephone 
service are not a bit lacking in deep conviction when we 
earry our story to those who do not have this service. 


Late in October it was my privilege to attend a sales 
conference in Geneva. The Hastings and York district folks 
were present and, because he appreciated the honor of having 
been selected as host, Area Manager Charley Crew outdid 
himself in hospitality. Charley had his campaign prizes on 
display in his office, and he had prepared them in the most 
artistic arrangement I have yet seen. The big laugh of 
the day came when the gang ascended from the basement 
to go to lunch. Sterling Nelson, the blonde Stromsburg 
“ball of fire,” gazed goggle-eyed at the prize display. Finally, 
in all seriousness, he delivered himself of this gem: 

“Well, what are those—the prizes?” 


You get the full impact of the above, of course, when I 
tell you that Sterling had only just finished unpacking an 
exactly duplicate set of prizes for display in Stromsburg! 


“Skipper” Burge was very unhappy about his area man- 
ager’s “boner.” He muttered darkly as he lunched. 


“Just one more crack like that out of that big Swede,” 
he grumbled, “and [ll slip a brick into a sock and tap him 
on his alleged head if it’s the last thing I do!” 

But the “Skipper” mellowed as the day wore on. He 
finally declared: 

“Oh well, you can’t have everything. A guy who can 
sell telephones so fast you’d swear he has eight arms can 
think Charley’s display is a showing of canned goods if he 
wants to, and it will be all right with me!” 


It’s a shame that our own General Auditor cannot find 
more time to perambulate around the territory, because 
he’s an all right sort of person—as you folks who don't 
know him very well would soon discover. Recently he 
took a rap that would have floored most of us, but he didn’t 
let it get him down. 

You see, he has long fancied himself as a pedestrian. 
He used to like to walk to work—and then tell about how 
much good it did him. A few years ago he moved away out 
to the south edge of Lincoln—miles and miles from the office. 
He tried walking in from out there in the country, and 
it mighty near killed him. But nobody knew that the thing 
had him whipped. He couldn’t forego the pleasure of charg- 
ing into the building every morning to say, “Listen buddy 
(puff-puff} you ought to walk four or five miles like I do 
(puff-puff) every morning, and you’d get that waist-line 
down (puff-puff).” It was a very impressive performance, 
and caused a lot of us to get fallen arches from going out and 
giving his advice a tentative try. Most of us gave up without 
a struggle, which increased our admiration for the great 
pedestrian no end.

WO Chee ds Comtemplated 
in the Plan on account of the 
Federal Social Security Act of 
1935, except that, if the Act 
shall remain in effect un- 
changed until 1942, when pay- 
ment of Government pensions 
begins, it is expected that the 
provisions now in the Plan— 
that all of the pension paid by 
the Government shall be de- 
ducted from the pension other- 
wise payable under the Plan 
—will be changed to provide 
that only one-half the pension 
paid by the Government under 
the Act will be deducted. 

“In other words, if the Act

This routine gave the ac- 
counting department an op- 
portunity to check its service 
record cards against the infor- 
mation shown on Form SS-5. 
Employes’ service record cards 
are filled out at the time of 
employment, and are main- 
tained primarily for the Com- 
pany’s Benefit and Pension 
plan. In checking these cards 
against the SS-5’s, a great 
many differences were noted, 
not only in birth dates but also 
in names—chiefly changes in 
spelling or arrangement of 
first and second names. In 
many cases, the information 
upon service record cards was 
correct and necessary correc- 
tions were made on the SS-5; 
h6Owever alter 
was completed, it was neces- 
sary to make 125 corrections 
in birth dates on employe 
service record cards. These 
changes ranged from one day 
to ten years, and involved a 
total correction of 172 years, 
and will require a correspond- 
ing correction in the amount 
of the Company’s pension 
fund, since it is built up on an 
actuarial study based on the 
composite ages of all em- 
ployes. Correction of group 
insurance records will also be 
necessary. 

It will be seen that this 
study threw a considerable 
burden upon the accounting 
department, to say nothing of 
the preliminary steps made 
necessary in the various de- 
partmental divisions. All this 
work was done with the great- 
est speed and efficiency, and 
department heads and em- 
ployes alike evidenced the 
greatest desire to be helpful in 
securing a complete and ac- 
curate record.

halfway mark, the campaign perked up in its later phases— 


as telephone campaigns have 
with a net station gain of 838. 


Considerable time was 
needed to assemble campaign 
statistics at the finish of the 
drive. The publication of the 
“News” has been somewhat 
delayed on this account, and 
it has been found impossible 
to carry out plans to print pic- 
tures of the radio winners in 
this issue. We shall only at- 
tempt to give you the “high 
spots” of the campaign statis- 
tics at this time. 


Station Quota Broken 

The total net station gain 
quota of 516 was shattered by 
the net gain of 838 stations— 
which figures out to a percent- 
age of 162.7 of the quota. The 
Lincoln district led the pack 
with a net gain of 218 stations, 
or 227.1% of quota. Wilber 
area compiled the rather amaz- 
ing net gain; of 75 stations, for 
340.9% of quota. A compari- 
son with last season’s “KO” 
campaign shows 1,587 gross 
station sales for the 1936 cam- 
paign as against 1,465 gross 
sales for the 1935 effort. 


Amazing Handset Record 

The most amazing feature 
of the “Open Season” cam- 
paign was the record achieved 
for handset sales. With a net 
gain quota of 350, the cam- 
paign produced a total net 
gain of 2,652 handsets, or 752% 
of quota. Lincoln Zone led 
the districts with 1,252 net 
gain, or 963.1% of quota. He- 
bron led the areas with a net 
gain of 67, which is 1,116.7% 
of quota. 

The gross sales quota for 
miscellaneous items was set at 
450, which was exceeded by 48 
per cent. Lincoln district was 
high. with 151 sales, while 
Plattsmouth led the areas with 
118. 

The total achieved for out- 
ward messages was 108,366 
Long Distance and 7,668 Postal 
Telegraph messages. Lincoln 
Zone led the districts in Long 
Distance, and Lincoln district 
led in Postal Telegraph. High 
areas were Nebraska City in 
Long Distance and Wahoo in 
Postal Telegraph. 

The collection quota was set 
at $2,000 from final and trans- 
ferred accounts, and here the 
employes made a noble effort 
that fell only a little short of 
the quota mark. Total col- 
lections were $1,800.57. Hast- 
ings district was high with 
$913.48, or 186.3% of quota; 
while the Hastings area led 
area contenders with $440.27 
or 513.1% of quota. 

Employe Participation High 

Splendid employe participa- 
tion is evidenced by the fact 
that 770 employes made sales. 
This number amounts to 59 
per cent of our personnel.

York district was high with 
85.5% of its employes making 
sales. York area also “stole 
the show” in the area classifi- 
cation, with 96.2% of its em- 
ployes breaking into the sales 
column. 


Prize credits, for which 
splendid prizes were given, 
were also the basis for deter- 
mining just which individuals 
were “all-Company” leaders. 
George Miers of Seward, the 
“old reliable,” was out in front 
with 238 credits. Paul Guelker, 
Lincoln, stepped into second 
place with 188; while W. R. 
Minich, Geneva, romped into 
third place with 141 credits. 
Those who led in percentage 
of Honor Roll requirements 
for the year were Emma Cal- 
vin, Geneva, a newcomer to 
our ranks, who “burned up” 
Charley Crew’s bailiwick in 
annexing 3,330 per cent of her 
requirements. Everett Darnold 
amassed 2,400 per cent for sec- 
ond place. 


Special Campaigns Attractive 


There were “campaigns 
within campaigns,” and these 
created intense interest. In 
each area a radio was offered 
to the employe making the 
highest percentage of month- 
ly Honor Roll requirements. 
It will be impossible for us to 
name the winners in this issue 
of the “News,” but each has 
been apprised of his or her 
victory and, as stated above, 
pictures of these winners will 
appear next month. General 
Manager Agee offered a wild 
duck dinner to employes mak- 
ing the most station sales in 
ratio to Honor Roll require- 
ments, This dinner, which is 
dated for December 17 at the 
Hotel Cornhusker in Lincoln, 
will be history before this 
month’s “News” reaches you. 
Next month we shall carry a 
complete story of the dinner, 
together with the names of the 
honored guests. Last minute 
changes in standings, and our 
Own space limitations, forbid 
our attempting to print the 
names of the winners at this 
time, The same must be said 
for the names of the winners 
of the ducks offered to em- 
ployes making the most Long 
Distance and Postal Telegraph 
interviews. The number of em- 
ploye interviews, by the way, 
is one of the truly splendid 
spots of this campaign. These 
Interviews total 26,472, or an 
average of more than 20 inter- 
views per employe. York dis- 
trict employes made 34 inter- 
views per person; while David 
City area bested this figure 
with more than 55 per em- 
ploye! Truly “more interviews 
mean more sales!”

ye the “Open Season” sales campaign has marched into 
' history and, as you know, it was a sparkling success. And 
it sparkles all the more brightly because few of us expected it 
to turn out that way. Crop conditions seemed to be against 
us and, to some of us who are inclined to be faint-hearted, it 
looked like a pretty hopeless task. I can so vividly recall 
the dav the boys got together to review the quotas. Very 
timidly, and with much quaking in their boots, they decided 
that a net gain quota of 516 stations would be about right, 
and that 350 handsets would be just about all we could hope 
to net. You know the answer! You folks piled up a net 
station gain of 838, and you knocked the handset quota clear 
into the creek with a net gain of 2,602. Everything about this 
campaign looks beautiful now—but you should have seen 
good old Burnette Ithamar (“Fritz” to you) Noble having 
himself a swell case of “the miseries” along about November 
15. Last year, when we thought he had something really 
big to worry about, he was as earefree as a kitten—while this 
vear he had a case of deep-dish jitters that put bags the 
size of suitcases under his eyes. And I'll have to admit that, 
along about the middle of the campaign, it looked like the 
whole idea was about to fall heavily upon its face and expire 
chokingly in the midst of a large circle of mourners. “Fritz” 
was receiving daily reports of installations and removals that 
were giving him acute pains in the neck—and he claimed you 
couldn't go behind figures like those any more than you 
could go behind the wallpaper. But he never quite got 
over his belief that you folks would come through as you 
always have. And you did! And “Fritz” is so happy he 
is losing those bags under his eyes!

“When anybody gives me papers to distribute I don’t mess 
around—I distribute!

records required by the 5So- 
cial Security Act. Receipts 
must be furnished employes 
for Social Security tax deduc- 
tions, which will begin Janu- 
ary 1, 1987. One per cent of 
each employe’ Ss remuneration, 
whether paid in cash, board 
and lodging, rent or some oth- 
er form, will be deducted each 
pay roll period and remitted 
to the Government by the 
Company, together with its 
eontribution which will 
amount, during 1937, to three 
per cent of the total pay roll— 
one per cent for old age bene- 
fits and two per cent for un- 
employment insurance.
